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1. Argentina is making continued, but to date, unsuccessful attempts to win over 
Nicaraguan labor, It is reported that the labor page of the Nicaraguan paper 
La Nueva Prensa is partially paid for by the Argentine Embassy, and that any 
Nicaraguan reporter who succeeds in petting a story published favorable to. 
Argentina is given a fifty-cordoba bonus by that Embassy. i. 


2. Upon receipt of a letter from members of the Communist Party of Revenue 
denouncing Arnoldo Silva for his attacks in Puenos Aires upon Nicaraguan 
Communists, the Vigilance Committee of the Partido Socialista de Nicaragua 
(PSN) drew up an open letter rebuking Cosimo Francisco Piva, the Argentine 
Labor Attache in Nicaragua. Piva, it was pointed out, had recommended Silva 
as representative of the Sindicato de Trabajadores y Empleados de Comercio 
de Managua to the Conferencia de Empleados de Comercio in Ruenos Aires.
